ending the 41st Deoember 1925. : 

The Plymouth Port Sanitary Authority was constituted in tue year 
1882 by @ provisional order of the Looal Governuent board dated loon Jay 
1862, whish was subsequently confirmed by Parliament end also by «n 

Order for the Permanent Constitution of the Port Sanitary 


Authority of the 4th November 1902, This Order came into operation on sus 
Ist December 1

902, On the 9th November 1923, the Corporation of Plymouth 
Was sonstituted the Port Sanitary Authority and the Plymouth Corporation 
Act 1923 contains the following provisions : = 


| Pant ALL, 
ARTICLE 1234 | 
(1) The Corporation shall be permanently constituted the Port Sanitary 
Authority for the Port of Plymouth and shall bold their first 


meeting as such Port Sanitary Authority —— the month of Noveuwber 
Nineteen Hundred and Twenty Three, 


(4) The Corporation shall keep separate acoounts of their revenue and 
expenditure as Port Sanitary authority. 


ARTICLE 127, | 
The isdiction of the Port Sanitary authority shall extend to the whole 
of the Port of Plymouth together with the waters of the Port and all 
dooks, basins, harbours, creeks, rivers, channels, roads, bays and 
streams, within the Port, and the place or places which may from time to 
time be appointed as the Customs Boarding Station or Stations of the 
Port, and the place or places for the time being arpointed for the 
mooring oy anchoring of ships for the port, under any Regulations for the 
prevention of the spread of diseases issued under the Authority of the 
Statutes in that behalf, and for the purposes of any such Regulations as 
aforesaid, shall also extend to any ship which in pursuanse thereof, or 


of any directions given thereunder, is mooréed or anchored at the place 
appointed thereunder, as aforesaid or which is on its way thither, 


The limits of the Port of Plymouth as defined by His Majesty's 
Customs : =

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Plymouth Pilots and Customs Officers are provided with a list of 
Ports infected with the major infectious diseases, This list is amended 
from time tos time ecg | to epidesic prevalensoe; weekly reports of the 
diseases throughout the world being supplied to the Port Medieal Officer 
by the Ministry of Health, Any ship reporting the cocurrence of any of 
these diseases during the homeward voyage is taken by the Pilot to the 
quarantine anchorage in Jennyoliffe Bay, where it is at once visited by 
the Port Medical Officer. 


All homeward bound nail and passenger vessels are visited by the 
Port Medical Officer, who interrogates the Ship's Surgeon and receives @ 
medical certifiaate frou hin stating the health sonflition of the ship, 


In the oase of cargo vessels the Officers of the Customs board 
every ship, part of their duty being to questién the Captain as to the 
health of those on board, Im oases of iliness of an infeoctious nature, 
immediate notice is given to the Port Medioal Officer, who visits the 
ship forthwith, ' 


Complete co-ordination exists between the Naval Health 
Authorities and the Port Senitary Officials, Weekly notafiscations of 
infestious diseases oscurring in the Port are intershanged between the 
aera Health Officer (Surgeon Commander C.H.Dawe,) and the Port Medical 

oer. 


A letter of instruction has been distributed to all passenger 
ships oalling here requesting wireless information to be sent to the Port 
Medioal Officer, twonety-four hours before the ships 4rrival, when oases 
of sickness have ocourred during the voyage so that adequate ‘arrengementes 
oan be made beforehand, A scopy of this letter was printed in my last 
years report, 


The use of wireless apparatus for indisating the approxinate 
time of the ships arrival has not yet been reduced to a fine art, Whereas 
some ships give the approximate time of arrival very accurately, other 
ships do not, and mush valuable time is wasted afloat waiting for ships 
whose wirelessed time of arrival is often hours overdue.

The number of hours nightwork for the year has been over 791, 
and it would be quite impossible for your Port Medioal Officer to scarry 
out the nesessary work if it were not for the ready and able help afforded 
Ae oboe Deputy Port Medioal Officers, Dr, 8.

During the year 2,657 vessels, with a registered tonnage of 
+ ant 659 and oarrying crews nuubering 165 .944 and having on board 
49 ,369 passengers , 29 .367 of whom landed here, In addition 9.039 
wat dn dae arrived here on ocoastwise vessels, 


. The floating popylation dealt with by your officials was 
therefore 344 592 a number considerably greater than that of the Borough. 


There were 59 deaths and 625 oases of sickness reported by the 
Masters of Ships' Surgeons as having coourred during the homeward voyage, 
463 being of an infectious nature notifiable to the Ministry of Health and 
Naval Health Officer, Mount Wise, and 70 cases were landed and reuoved to 
the Borough Hospitals, South Devon and Hast Cornwall Hospital, Greenbank 
Infirmary , Royal Albert Hospital, Looal Nursing Homes, or sent direct to 
their homes for treatment. 


Cages of an infectious nature are placed in your motor launch 
— and removed to the Hospital Ship "FPLA.INGO"” (22 beds) in the case 
of Cholera, Plague, Yellow Fever or Smallpox; other oases being 
transferred ashore where they are met by the Borough Metor Ambulanee which 
takes them to the Borough Infectious Diseases Hospitals, Mount Gold and

The Borough Disinfeoting Apparatus is used for the disinfection 
of infested slothing eto,, in the absenoe of the necessary appliances at 
the Hospital Ship. A special bathroom at the Borough Hospital, Mount Gold 
has been placed at the disposal of the Port Sanitary Authority for the 
Gleansing of verminous persons under the Aliens Order 1920, and tne Port 
Sanitary Authorities (Infectious Diseases) Regulations 1920; avid the steam 
disinfestor is used for the disinfesting of verminous olothing.

The Chief Diseases causing anxiety during the year were 
udStpex., Malaria and Plague. 


On the 19th February the s,s, “MALDA" arrived fro. Caloutte, 
The ships surgeon reported having landed « oase of siallpox at Colombo 
during the homeward voyage, The usual preoautions were taken to prevent 
the spread of infeotion, The crew and passengers landing here were 
medically examined, names and addresses of the latter being taken and 
forwarded to the Medical Officers of Health of their destinations, The 
vessel then proceeded to London, full particulars were forwarded to the 
Chief Medioal Officer, Ministry of Health, and the Fort Medical Officer, 
London. 


On the 4th Maroh the F. and 0, Steamer “KAISAR-I-HIND" arrived 
from Bombay. After boarding the vessel the ships surgeon informed me that 
he had landed 4 oase of smallpox at Colombo on the 18th February, All 
precautions were taken here to prevent the spread of infection, 


On the 12th Maroh the P. and 0, Steamer "MORSA" reported having 
landed 2 oase of smallpox at Gibraltar on the 9th Maroh 1925, The usual 
preoautions were taken here, 


On the 15th april the P, and 0, Steamer “NakKUNDA" arrived from 
Bombay reporting that 4 oase of smallpox had been landed at Marseilles on 
the 10th April, The srew numbering 415 persons and 118 passengers landing 
were medically examined and 411 preoautions taken to prevent the spread 
of the disease, 


On the 16th April the British India Steamship “MUNKARA" arrived 
frou Caloutta reporting having landed a sage of smallpox at Golombo on the © 
16th Mareh 1925. The arew of 169 and 33 oassengers landing were medisally © 
examined and the usual presautions taken, 
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On the 27th April.the British India Steamship "\.ODASA" arrived 
from Karachi reporting that a sase of smalipox bad been landed at Bombay 
on the 27th Maron, The sorew nusbering 145 and 162 passengers landing 
were medisally examined and the usual presautions taken, 


On the 22nd July the FP, and 0, 3.5. "KAIGAR-I-HIND" reported 
having @ case of suspected smallpox on board, On examining the patient I 
was of the opinion that the oase was not one of smallpox and the vessel 
proseeded to London, 


On the 25th November the FP, and 0, &.3, “RANCHI” arrived at 
Plymouth from Bombay, The ships surgeon reported that a dage of smallpox 
had been landed at Suez on the 1ljth November 1925, The ships crew ahd 
pass ere landing here were examined and their names and addresses 
forwar to the Medisal Officers of Health of their destinations, 


On the 15th August the Cunard Steamer "CARONIA" arrived here 
reporting two oases of suspected smallpox, On examination however, I wade 
of the opinion that the oases were not smallpox,

‘of sickness, 31 of these cases were Malaria.

On the 7th December the s,s, “MURKARA" reported One Death from 
Heart Disease accelerated by Malaria, and #lso 20 sages of Malaria, 


In most of these oases the ships surgeon reported that although 
 @ntiemalerial preoautions, such as fumigation to destroy mosquitoes, use 
of netting, and prophylactic deses of quinine were taken on the ship, the 
disease wae contracted ashore at Bombay where mosquito destruction does nd& 
geem to be carried out as actively as is possible,

Although Plague hed continued throughout the entire Hast the 
epidemics has considerably abated during 1925, 


The Chief Ports infested with Plague during the year were : - 
in Burope ; Constantinople, Teneriffe, Salonioa, Piraeus and Marseilles, 


In Asia, ; Jaffa, Baghdad, Caloutta, Bombay, Rangoon, Karachi, Colombo,

There were 184 vessels arrived at Plymouth during the year from 
Plague infected ports to discharge passengers, I am glad to say that 
there were no oases or suspected oases on any of them,

At the beginning of the year a number of rats were sent to 
Dr. &.d. Sinpson, Keeper of the Department of Zoology, National Museum 
of Wales, Cardiff , who very kindly identified them for us. He found 
that we had in the dosks , not only the ordin brown rat (Ratecus 
norvegicus) but also two ‘species of black rat (Reatous ratveus rattus) and 
(Rattus rattus alexandrinus) as well, Although both brown and black 
rats transmit plague, the black in the most dangerous one beasuse it is 
@ Slimber «nd haunts houses, The brown rat is however one of its worst 
e ie A Gareful search was made end it was found that the black rate 
were. og Seges the upper floor of one grain shed where they were taking 
r from the brown rats in the louvred windows, An active campaign 
wags ituted by our rat catohers coupled with 4 request to have wire 
netting put over these windows and I aa glad to say that for the past 
three months no black rats have been seen in the dooks, 


Preventive measures suoch as the proper mopring of vessele, the 
use of rat guards on hawsers, and the rat proofing of vessels have 


Several sheds have had sconorete floors and sides put in ine 
stead of wood, and one shed in the Great Western Dooks has been 
completely re-built, although not to the plan advised by the Port 
Medioal Officer, it “is a distinet improvement on the old shed, 


En addition regular oamwpaigns were made by the Port Sanitary 
Rat Officer and his assistant, the rat catohers of the Great Western 
Rallway Company and by the owners of private stores and warehouses, 


temporary rat catoher has been employed to assist the Port 
Sanitary iganarity Rat Officers when oseasion has arisen, 


Holes have been gut in the doors of stores for the easy.access 
of ante. One owner has tried mongeese for rat destruction and another 
pays 34 a head for all rats killed by his staff. 


During the year 21,480 poison baits were laid in the various 
stores and sheds in the Docks, of these 10 ,459 were eaten or disappeared 
the results of which sould not be asoertained as the redents go to their. 
burrows to die, In addition however, 2,879 dead bodies of rats killed 
by oneal eet arity = Roc were obtained, 1,282 of these I have exauined 
macros cop 5 were sent to the Borough Pathologist (Dr. Brio | 
Wordley) for Bie paeserisioeiont examination for Plague, with negative results

Oysters are cultivated in waters within the jurisdiction of the 
Plymouth Port Sanitary Authority, - in the River Yealm, in the River 
‘Tamar near Saltash, and in the River lynher at Saltash, 


The Yealm Oyster Fisheries are at Steer Point, briston, and the 
beds are used for relaying purposes, Samples have been sent to the 
Borough Pathologist for bacteriological examination with satisfaotory 
results, They are not liable to sewage contamination, 


The Oyster Fisheries in the River Tamar and River Lynher ere 
liable to sewage contamination (sewage from Saltash), and are only 
Pomaried to be sold to the Macfisheries Linited for *edeye restocking 

heir Bagged. Dutohy Oyster Farm, Port Nevis Creek, and Helford itiver, 
Samples waster iologisally examined indicate gewape pollution, 


Crabs and lobsters are caught in the Sound and reguler 
bacteriological examinations of the waters of these fisheries have been 
oondusted during the swamer, details of which are attached. They 
indicate sewage contamination but sinee the orabs and lobsters are well

Regular inspestions of the bathing pools in the Port Sanitary 
Area have been made by your officials and sauples of water taken at all 
different states of the tides for basteriologioal exauination, The 
results show the presenee of bacillus coli in 1 subic sentinetre at most 
times and tides in the pools of the Sound, 


The building of a swiuming bath where some system of filtration 
or disinfection of the water could be introduced is a matter for 
consideration,

All aliens, except alien seamen, landing at Plymouth are either 
nieltidally inspected or examined, ‘the inspe stions being carried out on 
the vessels before the passengers are landed, inestructions are issued 
from time to time by the Ministry of Health as to the exclusion of 
persons suffering from certain diseases, A Statistical Table attached 
will give some idea of the work done,

de the Ist) June 1925 the Public Health (Imported Food) 
Regulations 1925, sovme into foree, These consolidate and amend the 
Publis Health (First Series Unsound Food) Regulations 1908, the Public 
Health (Foreign Meat) Regulations 1908,, and the Publis Health (Foreign 
Meat) anending Regulations 1909. 


The provisions for dealing with food which is found on 
examination to be wumsound are substantially the same 4¢ in the existing 
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regulextions but Artiole 6 makes it 4 definite offenes to import any arti obe 


of food which has at any stage in its preparation been condemned in another 
Country. 


The classes of oversea meat are divided into two groups, 
Prohibited Meat sonsists of meat detailed in a sohedule, tie iuportation of 
whish is unconditionally prohibited, and sonditionally admissible meat 
detailed in a sohedule in which importation is prohibited unless ascompanied 
by 4 recognised official certificate of the country of origin, An official 
eertifieate is now required also for lard, dripping, edible tallow and other 
rendered fats, 


In administering these Regulations at Plymouth a oertain 
han ang was experienced in the interpretation of the terms “other 
fats" and a oargo of Premier Jus from Argentine was held up on the 
2oen Osteber 1925 for a few hours until the Ministry of Health was informed 
and an instruction obtained that Premier Jus did not some wadex within the 
Regulations . 


During the Year your Hospital Ship "FLAMINGO" was painted inside 
and out, and ten beds and other stores transferred to her from the Hospital © 
Ship "waup" when the latter wes sold for breaking up. At present she has 
22 beds in readiness not only for the reception of oases of plague, cholera, 
and yellow fever , but also, temporarily, for smallpox, | 


. On the 12th May it was reported to you that the mooring chains 
of the “¥LAMINGO" were rubbing and as a result the Naval Doekyard Authorities 
iam tige her to a buoy and thoroughly repaired her moorings.
